It is now under the new Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Medi- 
cine, and includes the branches at 
Dawson College, ' and MacDonaid 
College, . ' 

The staff has been increased! to 
continue to provide all thé, services 
formerly given and to extend t)iem 
where possible. Doctors and nurses 
ere nov/ available at MacDonaid 
and Dawson Colleges as /well as 
McGill, while for those students In 
residence at Lachlnc, Dr. fixa 
Stecvcs. living there. Is available 
In case of emergencies. ;.■ 

The Student Health Service Is 
organized to provide: Treatment for 
minor illnesses' of accidents, but 
not the care of serious cases beyond 



the initial diagnosis or emergency 
treatment; . annual examinations for 
all men and women students in the 
University, at the beginning of 
each session. The examination com- 
prises a complete clinical' check, 
including an x-ray of the chest; an 
optional consiiltatlve service for all 
students, , during regular hours 
throughout the week, by physicians 
of the Student Health Service; a 
limited number of . visits by a phy- 
sician or nurse 'tor those "living 
away from ^ome and .confined to 
bed. . • ' ! : 

Payments for one-half of all pub- 
lic ward rates in a designated gen- 
eral hospital, up to a m'Bxlmum çf 
$r25. per student in any one' ses- 
sion 6f the' University, provided 
the hospltallzrLl'on !s requisitioned 
by the Student Health Service, un-' 
less the Illness or other condition 
was known or ascertained 'at the. 
time of admission, are also to be 
prdvlded.

Dr. John T. Williamson, McGill 
University graduate, refused an 
offer of $8,000,000 by the Debcers 

diamond syndicate for his newly 
discovered diamond mine In Tan- 
ganyika. 

If he had accepted the offer, Dr 
Williamson could have retired to 
lead a comfortable life, for this 
sum, If Invested In the latest Issue 
of Government Bends, would have 
given him -an annual Income of 
$220.000. In refusing the offer, he 
said that he preferred to sell his 
diamonds as he chose, and added 
that his simple way of life did not 
require such a large sum of money. 
. .pi. Williamson, .'after . majoring 
in geology at. McGJU, where he 
oblalned-hls B.A., M.A.,' and Ph.D, 
served for a year as Senior geologist 
of the Quebec Geological Survey. 
He' worked steadily through the 
college terms, tàking little part, in 
social life, and spending his holi- 
days exploring in Labrador and 
Newfoundland. Following the same 
course in South African ^mmimd 
fields, he came to the concfûslon 
that all diamond yields came from 
a single pipe. He looked for it; 
he found it. Today he is one of the 
world's wealthiest men. 

Dr. WiUiamson has announced his 
intention of returning to Canada in 
the near future. It has been re- 
ported that he has given a one- 
third share In his mine to his 
brother, Darcy, believed living at 
Malartic.

These include Health 
Service, consisting of work in hos- 
pitals, clinics, and various other 
types of medical aid. Recreation 
Service is also offered in settle- 
ment and club houses, and Girl 
Guide work. "Child care and fam- 
ily welfare ars two vital fcctions 



Noted^ Missionary 'Doctor Will 
Address McGill Students Today 



A man who has '• experienced 

more adventures as a medical mis- 

/ 

sionary in China than tlie hero of 
any fiction story is Dr. Bobert Mc- 
Clure, who once had a price' put 
on his head by the Japanese. 
'Returning- here' after two' and a 
half year's service in China, Dr. 
McClurc is qh a lecture ; tour 
throughout Canada and will address 
theological ' students tonight - at 8 
p.m. in'the^TheologIcal College on 
University Strett, Tomorrow after- 
noon he will give an Informal talk 
at the SCM House, 3574 University 
Street. •. , • 

Dr. McCiure's. career was virtu- 
ally decided when he was bom In 
China of' a medical missionary 
father, whe^c at" an early age he 
formed' his affection for the Chin- 
ese that lengthened into- 20 years 
of devotion to their welfare.- 

After graduating in Medicine at 
Knox College, Toronto University, 
Dr. McClure returned to China in 
1924, where 'he 'Joined the staff of 
a hospital in Honan, a province in 
China, .until- the' advance' of the 
Japanese in 1940 forced' him ' to 
leave. During the Sii\p-Japanese 
War lie served . with the Interna- 
tional Relief Committee - and was 
also in close contact with Madame 
Chlang-Kjii-phpk.- • ^ 

On one occasion while motoring 
v,-;th the Generalissimo's wife, he 
narrowly missed assassination at 
the hand of a .Japanese agent. Thé 
agent threw a hand grenade at the 



car but luckily, his aim was poor. 

Besides being a doctor and a 
missionary. Dr. McClure was one 
of the first missionaries to obtain 
a pilot's licence, and to fly radium 
into China. In 1942 after several 
periods spent with Chinese gueril- 
las behind the Japanese lines, he 
became medical director of the 
American Friends Mobile Hospital 
Unit, operating along ' the Burma 
Road. • " 

Last August the doctor returned 
to Toronto for a year's furlough. 

During his stay in Canada, Dr. 
McClure will .address various' 
church groups on his experiences 
and relate the results' of missionary 
work in China. 

Through his intimate opportun!: 
ties to meet the prominent leaders 
of China, the doctor can -speak 
with authority on and conviction 
in the future of China. 

As Dr. R. B. Y. Scott of the Theo- 
logical College said In an inter- 
view with The Daily last . night, 
"Dr. McClure'; Is- worth walking 
miles to hear". 

t A life of service- to China has 
not . lessened Dr. McClurc's tireless 
energy and zest for hard work. 
After his leave of absence he will 
retum to his field in Honan where 
he will become a superintendent 
of a hospital, ■

In a report in last night's Mont- 
real Daily Star it was learned that 
the number of studentâ entering 
Canada's seven 'schools of -social 
work this year is almost . double 
the 1045 figure. It was revealed as 
registration opened for the fall 
terms. It is expected enrolment 
will total more than 400, according 
to the Canadian Press. 

Realizing the profession Is cxr 
pandlng in Canada, many former 
servicemen and women have reg- 
istered for the courses at the Mari- 
time School of Social "Work, Hali- 
fax, and at the schools In the Uni- 
versities of Montreal, Laval, Mc- 
Gill, Toronto, Manitoba and Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Older than the average univer- 
sity student, the war veteran, look- 
ing for a career, will find this ma- 
turity to his advantage in social 
work where persons In their mid- 
dle twenties .are preferred to 
younger students. Again the ex- 
perience the veteran has In hand- 
ling and getting along with people 
is an. added advantage. 

Once known as '^woman's work," 
the field of social service now urg- 
ently needs men. "So.pial work 
.'houltl become known .is n pro- 
fession whicii Ls operated jointly 
by both men and women," said Dr. 
H. M. Cassidy, director of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto School of Social 
Work, "At present probably not 



more than one-fifth of the quali- 
fied social workers in Canada are 

men." 

At present there arc not more 
than 1,000 qualified workers in 
Canada, most of them members of 
the. Canadian Association of Social 
Workers. Five or six times that 
number could be engaged said Dr. 
Cassidy. 

The sudden expansion of social 
work in Canada is partially re- 
sponsible for the shortage of work- 
ers as the schools have not been 
able to- supply enough graduates to 
meet increased needs. The intro- 
duction of family allowances, de- 
velopment of wartime housing, the 
community centre movement, im- " 
proved penal services and the 
work done by the Department of 
Veterans Affairs all have contrib- 
uted to the shortage. 
' Two months ago the federal gov- 
ernment announced the setting 
aside of $100,000 to provide schol- 
arships and to assist in expanding 
the Canadian Schools of Social 
Work. 

"Adequately trained social work- 
ers are one of our best means of 
protecting Canada's investment in 
family allowances," Health Min- 
ister Claxton said at the time. 

In 1045 three-month summer 
courses were opened at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia in an

Hormone Aids 
Body Against / 
Germ Attacks 



In a special release from The 
New York Times to the Montreal 
Gazette, it was reported by W. L. 
Lawrence from the Princeton Bi- 
centennial Conference on the 
chemistry and physiology of growth, 
that the hormone secreted by the 
cortex (skin) of the adrenal glands 
has recently been found to play a 
vital role in stimulating the resist- 
ence of the body against bacterial 
Infections. Prof. C. H. N. Long, 
chairman of the Department of 
Chemistry-, Yale University made 
this report. 

Prof Herbert M. Evans ot the 
University of California's School of 
Medicine, co-discoverer of Vitamin 
E, reported at an earlier, session on 
the isolation and purification under 
his direction of two hormones from 
tho anterior lobe In the pituitary 
gland. One of these is the growth 
hormone, without which no animal 
or human being could grow. The 
other, named the adrenptropic hor< 
mone, stliptilates the cortex of the 
adrenal gland to sercrete its specific 
vital .hormone.- 

The Isolation and purification of 
the . growth . hormone was accom- 
plished. Dr. Evans reported, by a 
Chinese scientist in his laboratory. 
Dr. C. H. Li. His work has settled 
a controversy of more than twenty 
years as to whether growth was 
duo to a specific hormone or to a 
combination of hormones. 

Tho growth hormone, Professor 
Evans reported, has been found to 
be protein, and hence belongs to 
the group of highly complex sub- 
stances that thus far have defied 
synthesis. Chemical analysis has

As the hormone, known as. cbrtl- 
costerinc, recently has been syn* 
thcsizcd, Its administration may 
serve as an added agent to help 
the body fight Infection. 

It was found further. Prof. Lon* 
reported, that when the adrenal 
cortex stimulating hormone from 
the pituitary gland is injected into 
animals- It causes' a rapid decrease 
in the vitamin C content of the 
adrenal, and that this deofease is 
related directly to the discharge ot 
the hormone. This finding, he 
said, ilnks for the first time the 
action of a hormone with that of a 
vitamin. .

shown that it contains 1.30 'per 
cent, sulphur and no phosphorus or 
carbohydrate. It has a molecular 
weight ot 44,000. It Is isolated in 
minute amounts from the pituitary 
glands ot' freshly slaughtered cal- 
tle, 12,000 head of cattle yielding 
about one gram (about one-thirtieth 
of an ounce). 

Ycl 50 powerful is the action of 
the purified hormone, Dr. Evans 
reported, that a daily dose of only 
ten gamma, namely tcn-mlUlonths 
of a gram, Is sufficient to bring 
about a gain of one gram a day in 
body weight of young rats whose 
pituitary glans had been removed, 

Continuous administration of the 
hormone to pituitary - free, asnvcll 
as normal animals, in doses pro- 
portionate to body weight, he add- 
ed, leads to a continuous rate of 
growth or over - growth. In this 
manner rats and dachshunds of 
gigantic proportions, SO per cent, 
above normal were produced. 
TVansIated In human terms this 
would mean human . giants about 
nine feet talL 

The pituary growth hormone will 
stimulate growth In children whose 
growth has been arrested. Professor 
Evans reported, but will not pro- 
duce growth In adults. The meat 
shortage, he added, is making it 
impossible to obtain pituitary 
glands, and he is being forced to 
import them -from New Zealand 
and Australia.' He expressed the 
hope that funds might become avail- 
able to continue the work on a 
larger scale, to obtain the sub- 
stance for the treatment of dwarf- 
ism in children. 

Studies in the purified adreno- 
topls hormone. Dr. Evans added, 
have confirmed the work of Pro- 
fessor Long and others that it serves 
as balance to the growth hormone. 
The latter build up proteins, where- 
as the former stimulates tlic pro- 
Translated in human terms this 
manner the proper protein balance 
in the body is maintained. 

This was explained further by 
Professor- Long. "In the adult ani- 
mal," he said, "growth creases, not 



because no growth hormone is 
formed in' Iho'pltùltary, ° but be- 
cause ot the time of life the rate 
of protelri^formatlon is balanced 
by the ràtevOf^ils removal fram 
the cells. In this way protein is 
contlniially formed anid broken 
down although the amount In the 
body remains nearly constant. The 
formation of protein is controlled 
by the growth hormone, its break- 
down by the adrenal cortical hor- 
mone. Life, in other words, is not 
a stationary state even in adult- 
hood." 

The natural resistance of the 
bod}^ to bacterial and other Infec- 
tions" is due in largo part to Its 
capacity to form anti or immune 
bodies against the products of 
those infecting agents. It has 
been shown recently, Prof. Long 
said, that tho adrenal cortical hor- 
mones' "not only speed up the pro- 
duction of these antibodies but also
